President Resumes Work at White House After His Summer Va­

W ASHINGTON.—President 
R oosevelt, 
sun­ 
burned and in fine health from his vacation, is 
again at his usual round of duties at the W hite 
House. 
The day after his return from Sagam ore 
H ill he w as at his office about nine o’clock and be­ 
gan work while a procession of laborers 
were 
pushing wheelbarrows filled with gravel up a 
gangway to the W hite H ouse roof and dumping 
it alm ost over his head to be used in roofing the 
w est wing of the building. 
Although a small 
army of men has been working on the building 
since July it is not yet fully repaired. 
The president weighs over 200 pounds but his 
flesh is firm and hard from outdoor living and 
exercise. 
He was in the best of spirits and be­ 
fore the cabinet m et he received num erous vis­ 
itors. 
Among th ese w as Admiral Call, of the 
Italian warship Fieiam osca, and two of his offi­ 
cers, accom panied by the American naval aid at 
the W hite house. Lieut, Commander Keys. 
The president greeted the Italian 
officers cordially, told them he knew the history of Italy and greatly admired 
the king. 
Members of congress were scarce, owing to the fact that the new 
rate law com pels all to pay fare.

Col. Hill had been a unique figure in 
national and Ohio politics for tw o decades.

He cam e to W ashington

It seem s incredible that the greatest 
lake in the great state of W ashington. 
a lake where nature has been more 
than prodigal with her scenic effects, 
ehould be so little known, so little 
sought and so little visited. 
Like the 
other great scenic attractions of the 
w est and northwest, Lake Chelan is 
off the main transcontinental thorough­ 
fares. 
It takes tim e and costs som e 
effort to get there, and life is a race 
after 
time, 
with 
m ost ’ Americans. 
Chelan, however, is soon to be rescued 
from the com parative seclusion it has 
enjoyed, and it is not an idle predic­ 
tion to say that it will before long be 
rivaling the Yellowstone, the Yosem ite 
and the Grand Canyon of Arizona iii 
the bid for popular favor. 
Lake Chelan is a#glacial-fed body of 
w ater, resem bling a river more than 
A lake, a narrow’ ribbon of emerald 
blue in the scarred side of the eastern 
elope of the Cascade mountains. 
It 
extends from the 
famous 
Stehekin 
canyon, southeasterly along nearly the 
entire side of Chelan county to within 
four m iles of the Columbia river. 
Overland from the railroad the jour­ 
ney to the lake may be made through 
mountain passes, awe-inspiring 
can­ 
yons filled with many-hued rocks and 
watered by scores of tumultuous gla­ 
cial stream s filled with imposing stone 
m inarets towering %bove 
the 
fleecy 
clouds to the 
glistening, 
sparkling, 
m elting snow' fields above. 
This is 
th e route, however, of the hardy moun­ 
taineer and of the glacier climber. 
The ordinary traveler prefers the 
river route. 
The railroad is left at 
W enatchee, at the juncture 
of 
the 
^Wenatchee and the Columbia rivers, 
and in a valley of the sam e 
name. 
W enatchee, which sprang up 
in 
night, following the discovery of the 
m agician’s wand called irrigation, bids 
fair to become the com mercial center 
of northern central W ashington. 
It 
n estles in an irrigated valley of Alia 
dinlike fertility, is on the main trans 
continental line of the Great North 
em , and is one of the garden spots 
of the Pacific northwest. 
The scle m eans of communication 
betw een the Chelan country and the 
outside world at present 
is by the 
Chelan and the 
Selkirk, two 
small 
river steam ers belonging to the Co­ 
lumbia and Okanogan Transportation 
company. 
From W enatchee to Chelan 
Falls is a distance of but 42 m iles, yet 
it take sa steam er 12 hours to battle 
her way against the current, and but 
little more than three hours to come 
d o w n with it. 
The trip up the river

countless ages to come. 
Thim e is not 
far distant when this water power will 
be utilized to dig from the Cascades 
their wealth of mineral deposit, to re­ 
duce their ores, to transport them to 
mill and railroad, to turn the w heels 
of mill and factory, to saw the lumber 
of the Cascades, to transform it into 
articles of com m erce and 
to make 
wealth and happiness for thousands 
where now not even tens are benefited. 
At the lower end of Lake Chelan 
there is very little promise of the 
grandeurs that begin to unfold them ­ 
selves soon after the first turn in the 
lake is reached. 
Around the foot of 
the lake and adjacent to the two little 
towns pocketed away there from the 
outside 
world, are 
many 
beautiful 
farms nestling among the foothills and 
producing their 
agricultural 
wealth 
only to receive m ost of it hack in the 
way of decayed products, wasted be­ 
cause of the lack of adequate trans­ 
portation and of the excessive cost of 
the present wagon and river trans­ 
portation. 
The first wonderful fact about 
the 
lake is that its w aters are the only 
ones, in this continent at least, which 
are both above and below sea level. 
The Y ellowstone has 
its 
wonderful 
lake more than 7,000 feet above sea 
level, but here are waters whose levels 
are more than 1,100 feet above sea 
level and which also extend from 300 
to possibly 1,400 feet below sea level. 
So clear are the waters of the lake 
that the picture above and below their 
surface is the same. 
Ix>ok at the real 
picture, then turn the eyes into the 
depths, and there it is mirrored with 
a faithfulness and vividness that first 
startles, then charms. 
Regarding the 
colors of the waters of Lake Chelan 
artists are ever raving. 
The blending 
of many colors is ever changing with 
the whims of the winds, of the clouds, 
with the shivering of the trees and 
with every mood of nature herself. 
Cold and clear, they are often swept 
by huge waves, which are beaten by a 
wind that com es roaring 
down 
the 
glacier-cut gorge, gathering strength 
and fury with every m ile of canyon 
traveled and with every effort to reach 
the world outside the granite walls. 
In storm or in calm the grandeur 
and the beauty are ever there, and are 
ever changing. 
In the immediate vicinity of all this 
scenic wealth are fully 25,000 acres of 
fertile soil, and only about 6,000 acres 
of it is in cultivation, 1,500 acres be­ 
ing in fruit. 
In the mountains also 
are rich storehouses of mineral that 
are awaiting transportation. 
To the sentim entalist, however, the 
com ing of the “iron horse” is fraught 
with regret. Buried in nature’s scenic 
galleries around Lake Chelan, GO miles 
distant from the nearest telephone or 
telegraph, alone with nature in all her 
moods, it is possible to forget that 
such a thing as a stock market or a 
counting house exists. 
W ith the ad­ 
vent of the railroad the solitude will 
in a measure be gone, but the com pen­ 
sating fact is that beauty and gran­ 
deur unsurpassed will 
he 
brought' 
within the reach of thousands instead 
of hundreds.

The photographer of the treasury departm ent 
has a negative made of Gen. Grant when the lat­ 
ter was beardless. 
It requires a second look to 
detect any of the fam iliar features of the silent 
soldier. 
In the bookkeeping division of the office of 
the auditor for the post office departm ent is a 
record and all the correspondence relating to the 
shortage in the accounts of Abraham Lincoln as 
postm aster at New Salem, 111.

Lincoln's 
shortage was not large and was promptly paid. 
On file in the treasury departm ent 
is 
an 
application for promotion filed while John Sherman w as secretary of the 
treasury. 
It bears the follow ing indorsement from Secretary Sherm an: 
"Promote this man $200 a year, as he was useful to me in my race for 
the savate." 
In another departm ent is a copy of a land warrant and a receipt attached 
in the handwriting of Lafayette acknowledging the donation of land and 
money made by the United States on the occasion of his visit to this country 
following the revolutionary war. 


“TR U S T BUSTERS” TO BE R EW ARDED. 


Attorney General Moody, under authority of 
the statute perm itting the hiring of special assist­ 
ants at salaries not exceeding $7,000 to help him 
in the prosecution of trusts is building up a cor­ 
poration of trust breakers that prom ises to ho 
responsive to popular sentim ent in every judicial 
district in the country. 
These special places will 
be the rewards for bright district attorneys or as­ 
sistant district attorneys who show the attorney 
general how to do things to the trust m agnates. 
Until Knox becam e attorney general the con­ 
nection betw een the United States district attor­ 
neys and tho attorney general 
was 
nebulous. 
Som etim es the attorney general called upon them 
to do som ething other than prosecute m oonshin­ 
ers and counterfeiters, but not until Knox cam e 
into office were any <j>f them intrusted with any­ 
thing worth while. 
Moody continued the utilization of the dis­ 
trict attorneys, and good work against a trust is now a certificate of m erit 
which in many instances is followed by promotion to special assistant to the 
attorney general, with a nice berth in W ashington. 
Before Knox inaugurated 
tho system which Moody is now bringing to perfection no district attorney 
ever hoped for anything better than he had. sim ply because appointm ents 
in the offices here were rewards of m erit for political work. 


For 13 years the Ohio experim ent 
station has been conducting experi­ 
m ents with fertilizers on a farm which 
had been reduced to a very low state 
of productiveness by exhaustive crop­ 
ping. 
In 
these 
experim ents corn, 
wheat, clover and tim othy have been 
grown in a five-year rotation, each 
crop being grown every year, and the 
fertilizers have been applied to the 
corn, oats and wheat. 
When acid phosphate has been used 
alone, 80 pounds per acre on corn 
and oats, and 160 pounds on 
wheat, 
the increase yield on the five crops of 
the rotation has reached an 
average 
value of more than $18.50 per 
acre, 
leaving a net profit of $16 per acre 
over and above the cost of the fer­ 
tilizer. 
When to this quantity of acid phos­ 
phate were added 4S0 pounds of ni­ 
trate of soda and 260 pounds of mu­ 
riate of potash, these being distributed 
over the 
three 
cereal 
crops 
and 
raising the total cost of the fertilizer 
to $21 for each five-year period, the 
total increase has risen to a value of 
$43. leaving a net gain of $22, or more 
than, four dollars annually. 
One-third of this land has been left 
continuously unfertilized, an unferti­ 
lized plot adjoining every one that 
has received fertilizers. 
For the last 
eight years of the test the yield of 
wheat on this unfertilized land has 
been nine and one-half bushels per 
acre; a yield which has 
been 
in­ 
creased by acid phosphate alone to 
an eight-year average of 20 bushels 
per acre, and by the com plete ferti­ 
lizer, to 29 bushels. 
It has thus been possible to raise 
the yield of this worn land from less 
than ten bushels of wheat per acre to 
an average of 29 bushels, and to ac­ 
com plish this result by 
a 
method 
which has not only paid its way, hut 
has paid, in addition, an annual rental 
of the land of more than four dollars ! 
per acre. 
It will be seen that while the first I 
cost of the acid phosphate used alone 
has been much sm aller than 
that of 
the fertilizer 
carrying nitrogen 
and 
potassium also, yet 
the net gain 
is t 
much greater from the com plete fer­ 
tilizer than from the acid 
phosphate 
alone. 
Other experim ents on 
the 
sam e 
farm have shown that farm manure, 
taken directly from the stable to the 
field after being reinforced with som e 
carrier of phosphorus, such as acid 
phosphate or the powdered rock from 
which acid phosphate is - made, may 
com pletely replace the nitrate of soda 
and muriate of potash used in the test 
above described, 
thus reducing 
the 
necessary expenditure for the ferti­ 
lizer to that for phosphorus alone. 


In these experim ents 
the 
m anure 
has been applied to the 
corn 
crop 
in a three-year rotation of corn, w heat 
and clover, at the rate of eight tons 
per acre, and has increased the yield 
to a nine-year 
average of 62 bushels 
of shelled corn per acre, followed by 
25 bushels of wheat, 
without 
any 
further manuring, the total increase 
on the three crops 
of 
the 
rotation 
reaching an average net value, after 
paying for the phosphate, of $35 per 
acre, or nine dollars per acre annual­ 
ly, after paying one dollar per ton 
for handling the manure. 


Apples That Keep 
Best in Cold Storage 


In the experim ents of the depart­ 
m ent of agriculture, it has been found 
that the type of soil, age and vigor 
of tree, m aturity of the fruit when 
picked, and method of handling 
the 
crop, all have an important bearing 
upon the keeping of apples in 
cold 
storage. Certain winter varieties grown 
upon sandy land usually ripen 
ear­ 
lier than the sam e varieties grown 
than the sam e varieties grown upon 
clay. 
Fruit from young or rapidly 
growing trees is apt to he overgrow’n, 
and it does not keep as well as fruit 
grown upon old trees with steadier 
habits of growth. 
Mature fruit keeps 
fully as well or better than im m ature 
and is worth more money in the mar­ 
ket. 
Apples designed 
for cold 
storage 
should be picked when they reach a 
well matured, hard, ripe condition. If 
picked too green, the fruit fails 
to 
ripen, and the flavor upon withdrawal 
from storage is very poor. 
Certain 
varieties are much more subject 
to 
scald 
when 
picked in an im m ature 
condition than when allowed to com e 
to full m aturity on the tree. 
If over 
ripe when 
picked, 
the life of the 
fruit in cold storage may be greatly 
shortened. 
When fruit is taken from the tree, 
the ripening processes are quickened, 
and if it is to be shipped a consider­ 
able distance, or is designed for hold­ 
ing in cold storage, it should 
he 
handled with the least delay possible. 
The value of certain early varieties 
such as Oldenburg, W ealthy, Grimes 
Golden and Jonathan has been great­ 
ly increased by cold storage. 


Fowls Need Exercise.—Fowls to do 
well need exercise like other beings. 
The grain will be scattered am ongst 
the dry leaves, especially early in the 
morning, and the stock will be kept 
busy scratching for a long time.

FRAUDS IN LE T T E R BOXES. 
"The reason 
exercise care in 
patrons," said a 


why postm asters In large cities 
the renting of letter boxes to 
post office official, "is because, 
unless the applicants are known or Identified to 
the postm asters, they might rent boxes to per­ 
sons in fraudulent occupations. 
“The post office departm ent has accom plished 
great reform s within recent years toward the 
stam ping out of fraudulent concerns who used 
the m ails to reach their victim s, but there is one 
abuse which has not yet been reached, m ainly for 
lack of suitable legislation, and that is the private 
letter box. 
“Postm asters are required to cause the appli­ 
cant for a box in the city post office to certify 
over ids signature that the box shall not be used 
for the promotion of any fraudulent purpose or In 
pursuance of an illegal business. 
They also re­ 
quire him to furnish his address, 
business 
in 
which he is engaged, if any, as boxes are often 
rented to persons not engaged in business and to women 
w hose 
corre­ 
spondence is large, and to give a reference. 
It has not been found that this 
rule is oppressive or obnoxious to any person who does not desire to use the 
box 
for an improper 
purpose, but it has been found that it shuts out a great 
many persons who wished a box for illegitim ate purposes. 
“The private letter box should be abolished and the attention of con­ 
gress ought to he called to Its abuse in large cities. 
It is often Im possible to 
locate persons engaged in conducting fraudulent and unlawful correspondence 
through the mails. 
For a small sum these individuals can rent a box in som e 
store, usually a cigar or stationery store, through which to /ecelve letters ad­ 
dressed to them , Instead of having them addressed and delivered to their 
places of residence from the city post office.”
